SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled The Violation of Missy is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording depicts sexual conduct of a strongly degrading and demeaning 
nature, and degrades and demeans participants to a strong extent and degree. 

The video recording contains three scenes, two of which explicitly depict sexual 
conduct. The third scene, an interview between a Police officer and a victim of a 
sexual assault, provides a context for the activity. 

The theme of the video recording is the sexual violation of a woman by six other 
women. Initially the victim is physically restrained and is not presented as consenting 
to the activity. The sexual violence is ultimately legitimised by the woman stating in the 
Police interview that she had found the experience ‘pleasurable’ and her subsequent 
refusal to press charges. 

A degrading and demeaning tone runs throughout the feature. This tone arises from 
the aggressive nature of the activity, which includes hair pulling, holding of the throat, 
and the relentless penetration of orifices by fingers and a range of dildos. This 
includes the penetration of women’s vaginas and mouths by a dildo attached to a 
power tool. The aggressive tone of the activity is intensified by the constant use of 
derogatory comments and offensive language that further degrade and demean the 
participants. The dialogue consists almost solely of this type of language. 

Excisions have been considered but are thought to be impractical due to the extent to 
which the publication presents sexual and physical conduct of a degrading and 
demeaning nature, and degrades and demeans participants. 

In view of the extent and degree to which, and the manner in which, the video 
recording focuses on the sexual activity discussed above, the Classification Office 
finds that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

It has been determined that s14of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) 
applies to this publication. However, by virtue of the way in which the publication deals 
with matters of sex, this publication is regarded as objectionable. The Classification 
Office considers this a reasonable limit, as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act.
